Heedlewoek. 



Infants’ Department (Boys and Dills). 

Lower Division. 

Position drill, hemming (simple) on strips, with hlaok cotton, 
rising to red, and going on to blue. 

Knitting (2 needles). — A strip 3 inches hy 18 inches with 
cotton. 

Upper Division. 

Threading needles ; hemming, simple and counter ; seaming ; 
felling ; pleating ; fixing a hem. Any garment which can he 
completed with the above stitches — e.g. a child’s plain pinafore 
or shift. 

Knitting (2 needles). — A strip as above. (4 needles) muf- 
fatees. 

netting (for boys). 

Girls’ Department. 

1st Stage. — For children who have not been in an infants’ 
department. 

Hemming. — Strips in coloured cottons as in infants’ depart- 
ment. 

Hemming, simple and counter. Any garment which can be 
completed by the above — e.g. a child’s plain shift or pinafore. 

Knitting (2 needles). — A strip, as above. 

2nd Stage. — For children who have not passed the Upper 
Division in infants’ department. 

Hemming ; seaming ; felling ; pleating. Any garment which 
can be made with the above stitches — e.g. an apron, or plain shift 
pleated into a band. 

Knitting (4 needles). — Plain and purled rows alternately. 
A strip as above. (4 needles) wristlets or muffatees. 
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3rd Stage. — The junction of the two departments, girls and 
infants. 

The wort of previous stages, with greater skill ; and with the 
addition of stitching ; sewing on strings. Any garment which 
can he made with the above stitches— e.p'. a shift pleated into 
stitched band. 

Herring-boning.— A flannel petticoat. 

Knitting (4 needles). — Plain and purled alternately, e.ff. 
■soclzs and girls' stockings. 

Darning and simple marking on canvas. 

4th Stage.— The work of previous stages with greater skill ; 
and gathering ; stroking ; setting in ; marking on coarse ma- 
terial ; button-holing ; sewing on buttons. Any garment which 
can be made showing all the above stitches^e.^. a plain night- 
shirt. 

Herring-boning,— Any garment which will show this stitch. 

Cutting out.— Any plain garment such as children can make 
up to this stage. 

Plain darning and mending. — Stockings ; garments ; patching 
■old garments. 

Knitting (4 needles). — e.ff. a full-sized youth’s sock and girls’ 
stockings. 

5th Stage.— The work of previous stages, with greater skill ; 
and tucks run; whipping; setting on frills ; marking on finer 
material. Any garment which can be finished by the above 
stitches, e.ff., a night-dress, man’s shirt, or girl’s frock. 

Knitting (4 needles). — A full-sized boy’s ‘ knickerbocker 
stocking. 

Darning. — Plain and Swiss darning; stockings. Patching 
and darning garments in calico and flannel. 

Cutting out. Any garment such as the children can make up 
to this stage. 

6th Stage — The work of previous stages, on finer material, 
and with greater skill ; and Tcnotting ; feather stitch. 

Knitting (4 needles). — A long full-sized stocking, with heels 
thickened. 
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iv NEW CODE. 

Darning. — Plain and S-wiss darning and grafting stockings. 
Patching and darning garments in any material. 

Cutting out. — Any under garment ordinarily required in the 
families of children attending elementary schools. 



1. The work printed in italics is optional. 

2. Garments must he shown in each stage, hut not necessarily 
those specified in this Schedule, which are mentioned merely as 
examples. 

3. Girls should fix their own work in the earlier stages, and 
must do so in the fourth and higher stages. 

4. The classes for needlework need not he the same as for the 
standard work of the Code (Article 28). Scholars should he 
passed into a higher division, or stage, as soon as ready for it. 

5. After the 31st March 1879, when the first examinations 
under this Schedule will he held, the grants under Article 19, 
c. 2, will he made to girls’ schools in which needlework is taught 
to the extent of the foiirth stage (inclusive). In 1880, the fifth 
stage will be required, and in 1881 the sixth. If higher stages 
are reached in any year than required hy this rule, full credit 
will he given in judging the work of a school. 

6. After the 31st March 1879, one shilling per head of the 
grant for infant girls (Article 19, A 1) will he made conditional 
upon their passing a satisfactory examination according to this 
Schedule. The grant will depend upon the average work of the 
infants, rather than on a close examination of the work of indi- 
vidual scholars. It is recommended, hut not required,, that the 
infant-hoys should he taught under this Schedule. 

Fupil- Teachers ( Girls). 

In schools to which grants fall due after 31sf of March 1879, 
pupil-teachers of the first year (or of the second, if previously 
engaged for five years) will be expected to work well, and to he 
able to teach all that is required in the first three stages, and 
to advance a stage in each successive year of their engagement. 
After the 3 1st of March 1880 some further special work will he 
prescribed for pupil-teachers in each year. 
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The following circular to Her Majestj^s inspectors, 
on tlie subject of Heedlework, has been issued from 
the Education Department, dated April 30, 1879 : — 

SiEj — ^As the time is at hand when the provisions of the Code 
as to the examination of needlework in public elementary schools 
will take effect, I am directed to offer some suggestions for your 
guidance in this particular. 

1. The children should be arranged for the examination, 
according to their ability in this branch of their work, in 
* divisions * and ‘ stages ’ following the order shown in Schedule 
III. As each child should be presented in the highest ‘ stage ’ 
of which she is able to do the necessary work (Buies 1 and 4), it 
is evident that these ‘ stages ’ will not usually correspond with 
the ^standards’ (Article 28). You "will often find it useful to 
require that the change of organisation from ordinary classes to 
needlework ‘ stages ’ should be made during your inspection and 
in your presence. This will afford you an opportunity of 
estimating the discipline of a school from a special' point of 
view, and will also enable you to see at a glance how far the 
children are familiar with and interested in their separate 
organisations for needlework. 

2. Care must be taken to ensure that a fair proportion of 
children is presented in the upper stages, as the work of these 
becomes imperative (Buie 5). In several districts children of 
nine years of age are already being presented in work equivalent 
to that of Stage IV. ; my lords, therefore, trust that if your 
district is not yet in a position to produce similar results, you will 
lose no time in urging on the managers and teachers the impor- 
tance of realising them. 

3. You will have observed that Buie 6 recommends, though it

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STAGE I. — Geoot 1 . — *To fix and work a kern about 5 indies 
long. 

Geoxip 2. — *To fix and work a connter-hem about 3 inches 
long. 

STAGE II. — Gboup 1. — *To fix and work 3 or 4 inches of 
seaming and felling. 

Gboup 2. — *To fix and hem a square corner, and tack 3 or 
4 pleats. 

STAGE III.. — Gboup 1. — *To fix and work 3 inches of stitch- 
ing, and to sew on a string. 

Group 2. — To darn as for a thin place about 12 rows on 
moderately fine canvas, and to mark one of her own 
initials. 

Group 3. — *To fix and hem a square corner, and herring- 
bone about 3 inches. 

STAGE TV. — Gboup 1. — To do about 6 inches of gathering, 
to stroke it down and set it into a band, and to sew on a 
string. 

Gboup 2. — To work a button-hole, one end round, the other 
square, to sew on a linen button (not pierced), and to 
darn as if for a thin place about 20 rows 1 inch long on 
stocking material. 

Gboup 3. — To herring-bone about 6 inches on flannel, and 
to mark 2 initials of own name on coarse material. 

Group 4. — To set in a patch (2 inches square) in calico. 

STAGE V. — Gboup 1. — To turn down and tack a hem | inch 
wide ; on this work a button-hole, and run two tucks 
about 4 inches long above it. 

Gboup 2. — To set in a flannel patch (2 inches square). 

Gboup 3. — To hem, whip, and set on a frill about 4 inches 
long. 

Gboup 4. — To plain-darn a hole in stocking material, and 
mark on coarse material any two letters. 

Gboup 5. — To cut out and tack together the pattern of a 
girl’s shift or pinafore, or the pattern of the garment she 
has made for the inspection. 

* Tlie fixing in Stages I., II., and III. is optional (Eule 3).

STAGE VI. — Geoup 1. — To darn a thin place (Swiss darning), 
and to graft 3 inches. 

GEOtTP 2. — To set in a flannel patch (2 inches square). 

Geoop 3. — ^To darn a diagonal cut, and to mark any two 
letters on fine calico. 

Geoup 4. — To cut out in paper and tack together the body, 
of a baby’s frock, or the pattern of the garment she has 
made for the inspection. 

You will have noticed that knitting is not included in the 
above specimen groups. This subject may perhaps be con- 
veniently judged by the specimens produced for inspection ; but 
it may be advisable, occasionally, to question the children orally, 
or to make a few of them do some of this work in your presence, 
so as to satisfy you of their expertness. 

The managers should provide, before the day of inspection, and 
have ready for distribution, suitable pieces of material, accord- 
ing to the different ‘ divisions’ and ‘ stages,’ together with a full 
supply of needles, cottons, scissors, thimbles, &e., and paper 
(newspaper or ruled to show selvedge) for cutting out. Each 
child should also have a label showing her name, age, and the 
stage in which she is presented, which she must affix to her 
work when finished, after securely fastening together the 
different pieces of her work, if she has used more than one. 

In large schools you may sometimes find it necessary to select 
girls from each ‘ stage,’ instead of examining all who are 
presented under Article 19, e. 1. 

This will, no doubt, save time, as the rest of the children can 
meanwhile be examined in some other subject, but you must 
bear in mind that in such eases it will be more difficult to deter- 
mine whether a creditable examination has been passed (Article 
19, c. 4). It will be advisable, therefore, not to have recourse 
to this method except in cases of emergency, or where, from your 
previous knowledge of the school, you have good reason to know 
that the subject is well and evenly taught. 

7. IVIy lords attach great importance to the cutting out and 
making of garments. Yon will therefore inquire whether the 
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former is regularly taught, and on what system, and will as 
often as possible call upon a fair proportion of girls in Stages 
V. and VI. to cut out paper patterns in your presence. You 
will also require from every girl qualified for examination under 
Article 19, c. 2, a garment or similar piece of work (certified to 
have been done by herself) exhibiting the various stitches to be 
learnt in the stage in which she is being presented. In and 
above Stage IV. such garment must have been cut out by the 
child herself. 

In the case of half-timers one garment may be the work of 
two girls. In infant schools, and in others where children are 
not presented in needlework under Article 19, c. 1, but only 
under Article 17 f., you may, at your discretion, test their pro- 
ficiency by specimens worked in yoim presence, but you will not 
be able to report favourably of a school in which each scholar 
in Stages III. and IV. of a girls’ school does not produce a 
garment or other complete piece of work ; and, in future years, 
this condition will be expected to be satisfied in the case of 
infants in the upper division (Article 19 A. (1), note). 

Erom information received from time to time from several of 
your colleagues^ my lords know that many schools are already 
carrying out the requirements of Schedule III. ; and that others, 
having now had these requirements before Dhem for a twelve- 
month, are prepared to meet them. "Where, however, such is 
not yet the case, yon will, during the present year, show great 
leniency, especially where you see reason to believe that such 
encouragement will accomplish the desired end. In no case, 
however, must the grant (Article 19, e. 1) be recommended for 
bad or careless work; but where you find that the children, 
although not yet able to fulfil, in all particulars, the require- 
ments of the Code, are being well grounded, and that a good 
system of instruction is being pursued, you will recommend the 
payment, being, however, careful to point out to managers and 
teachers that such leniency is not to bo expected in future.

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R.S. — It may be convenient that some such materials as 
the following should be provided ready for distribution, on the 
day of inspection, to each girl who is presented under Art. 19, 
c. 2:— 

Stage I. — A strip of white or unbleached calico 7 inches by 
3. Eor those who are called upon to do counter-hemming, 
these will he divided so as to form two pieces. 

Stage II. — A piece of white or unbleached cahco 4 inches 
square. Eor those who are called upon to do seaming and 
felling, these will he divided so as to form two pieces 
4 inches by 2 inches. 

Stage III. — A piece of brown holland, about 4 inches square, 
pieces of tape about 2 inches long, canvas for darning 
and marking, and flannel for herring-boning. 

Stage IV. — A piece of brown holland, of coarse though tliin 
linen, or of calico, about 5 inches square, linen buttons not 
pierced, pieces of stocking material (coarse) for darning, 
and flannel for herring-boning. 

Stages V. and VI.— Same as for Stage IV., only of finer 
material, and with the addition of cambric or mull muslin 
for frills, and of paper (newspaper or ruled to show 
selvedge) for cutting out. 

In addition to this every girl must have thimble, needle, 
suitable cotton, and (in the upper stages) scissors. She should 
also have a label showing her name, age, and the stage in 
which presented, which she must affix to her work, when 
finished, first fastening together securely her different pieces if 
she has worked on more than one. Knitting-needles and wool 
or cotton (according to the stage) should be in readiness, in case 
Her Majesty’s inspector should desire them. 






INTRODUCTORY REMARKS 

ON 

KNITTING. 



The personal instruction and assistance of 
a good teacher are necessary, for a child 
to learn the rudiments of knitting. 

Knitting Cotton 

should he used to teach knitting ; wool is apt 
to split. Strutt’s unbleached knitting cotton 
will make very strong stockings, but is not 
so attractive to children as coloured yarn. 
Scarlet wool is suitable for cuffs, but is not 
strong enough for stockings. Violet, grey, 
and brown wools are suitable for stockings ; 
they are strong and wash well. Blue and 
crimson wools do not wash well. 

As some children knit loosely and others 
knit tightly, it is better to measure the 
inches than to count the rows of knitting. 

In measuring knitting, the work should 
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1)6 placed on the table, and the measure 
laid fairly on it to count the inches. 

A stocking of any size can be knitted by 
measuring the number of inches of the 
leg, foot, &c., of a pattern stocking. The 
measures should be written down, and the 
stocking should be knitted to the exact size. 

The heels and toes of stockings can be 
made strong by knitting ivith double wool, 
or from a second ball of wool of the same 
colour as the stocking, of a finer quality. 

If the stocking be of grey wool, Taylor’s 
white Persian thread No. 3, may be 
knitted with wool for the heel and toe ; 
this will strengthen the stocking without 
making it clumsy. 

A ridge in plain knitting consists of two 
rows of knitting. 

Scotch yarn, and needles No. 14, will 
make an elastic but not a fine stocking. 

To knit evenly is the result of practice ; 
it is difficult at first to knit two stock- 
ings of exactly the same size, even if 
they have the same number of stitches 
and rows. 
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Twenty Rules for Knitting Socks and 
Stockings. 

1. Are there any rules about begin7iing to 
Jcnit socks or stockings f 

The rules about beginning to knit socks 
and stockings are — The knitting should 
be cast on rather loosely ; the end of wool 
or cotton should be knitted into the first 
six stitches ; the knitter’s hands should be 
freshly washed, and an inch measure should 
be at hand ; the knitter should not talk 
while knitting. 

2. Is there any rule in knitting with two 
needles ? 

In knitting with two needles, slip the 
first stitch of each row without knitting it. 

3. Is there any rule in knittmg with four 
needles f 

In knitting with four needles, knit the 
first stitch of each needle tightly, or a line 
will be seen at the change of needles. 
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4. When fresh wool or cotton is required^ 
how is it joined to the hnitting 1 

When fresh wool or cotton is required, 
lay six inches of the end of the fresh wool 
or cotton over six inches of the other end 
reversed, knit six stitches with the two 
ends of wool or cotton together. 

5. Is there any rule about ribbing sochs 
or stockings ? 

The best ribbing for socks and stockings 
is, knit 2, purl 2 j therefore the number 
of stitches should be any number of fours, 
48, 52, 56, 60, 64, 68, 72, 76, 80, 92, and 
so on. Stockings require two inches of rib - 
bing ; socks require three inches of ribbing. 

6. In how many places are socks and 
stockings decreased 1 

Children’s socks are decreased in three 
places, the heel, the instep, and the toe. 
Stockings are decreased in four places, the 
leg, the heel, the instep, and the toe. 
Grentlemen’s socks should be decreased in 
the leg. 
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7 . Is there any rule about the number of 
stitches for the feet of stockings ? 

. The rule about the number of stitches 
for the feet of stockings is, that the number 
of stitches for the foot after the instep de- 
creasings must be the same as the number 
of stitches for the ankle after the leg de- 
creasings. 

8. How are the stitches of small socks 
placed after the ribbing f 

After the ribbing of small socks place 
the right number of stitches on the heel 
needle at once, an equal number on each 
side of the seam stitch. The stitches for 
the instep should be one or two more in 
number than the stitches for the heel. In 
a sock of 48 stitches, take 25 for the instep 
and 23 for the heel; 11 stitches on each 
side of the seam stitch. 

9. How are the stitches of stockings placed 
after the ribbing ? 

After the ribbing of stockings, place the 
titches as equally in number as, possible on 
B 
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the three needles. In a stocking of 68 
stitches, place 23 stitches on the first needle, 
11 stitches on each side of the seam stitch ; 
23 stitches on the second needle ; and 22 
stitches on the third needle. 

10. How are decreasings marked ? 

Decreasings may be marked thus, to 
assist counting the rows : Thread a needle 
with white cotton, double loop the cotton 
through the first decreasing of each de- 
creasing row until the sock or stocking is 
finished. 

11. How is every 2>rd stitch increased along 
the heel of socks or stockings. 

The increased stitch is made by knitting 
a stitch into the loop at the back of the 
stitch as well as knittmg a stitch into the 
stitch itself. 

12. Are there any rules about putting 
away stocking knitting. 

In putting away stocking knitting, finish 
the row or needle ; draw the stitches to- 
gether, give the knitting a slight pull 
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lengthways, wind up the wool or cotton ; 
with the spare needle, pin the knitting to 
the hall of wool or cotton. 

13. What are the best needles for hnitting 
stockings f 

Steel knitting needles of the best quality, 
6 inches long, should be used for knitting 
stockings. 

14. Which is the best wool for knitting 
stockings ? 

Scotch Fingering Yarn is best for girls’ 
or women’s stockings. Irish yarn is very 
strong and thick, fit for boys’ or men’s 
stockings. Welsh Yarn is fit for the first 
size sock. 

15. How should stockings be finished ? 

Stockings should be cast off on the out- 
side. The end of wool should be darned 
into the knitting. 

16. Is there any way of making stockings 
very strong f 

To make stockings very strong, from the 

B 2 
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beginning of the heel and from the first de- 
creasing of the toe, knit with double yarn — 
that is, from two balls of yarn at once — to 
the end of the heel and toe. 

17. How is the seam of stockings made? 

The seam stitch may be purled in every 
row or in every other row. 

18. Describe the Carlisle toe of stockings. 

The Carlisle toe is decreased very gra- 
dually until only one stitch remains. It is 
knitted thus : Divide the foot into any 
number of sevens, knit 5 stitches knit 2 
together all round, knit 5 plain rounds. 
Knit 4 stitches knit 2 together all round, 
knit 4 plam rounds. Knit 3 stitches knit 
2 together all round, knit 3 plain rounds. 
Knit 2 stitches knit 2 together all round, 
knit 2 plain rounds. Knit one stitch knit 
2 together all round, knit 1 plain round. 
Knit 2 together all round till only 1 stitch 
remains. Cast off, and secure the end of 
yarn into the knitting. 
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19. Can stochings of any size he ribbed f 

A stocking cast on with any number of 
fours may be ribbed thus : Knit 2, purl 2 ; 
or knit 1, purl 1. Omit the seam stitch, 
knit the heel, the sole of the foot, and the 
toe plain. 

20. Are the heels of stockings easy to knit? 

The square heel of woven stockings 
described in the ‘ Annie Stocking ’ is very 
easy to knit. There are many other heels, 
such as the following: — 



The Margaret Heel. 

After the straight part of the heel is 
knitted omit the seam stitch, mark the 
middle of the row, knit to the middle of 
the row, knit 2, knit 2 together, knit 1. 
Turn back. Purl to the middle of the 
row, purl 2, purl 2 together, purl 1. 
Eepeat to the end of the heel. Take up 
the side stitches, as in the square heel. 
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The Louisa Heel. 

Knit to the middle of the row, knit 3, 
knit 2 together, knit 1. Turnback. Purl 
to the middle of the row, purl 3, purl 2 
together, purl 1. Eepeat to the end of 
the heel. 

The Sarah Heel. 

Small Sock. 

Knit to the middle of the row, knit 2, 
slip 1, knit 1, cross the slip stitch over it. 
Turn back. Purl to the middle of the 
row, purl 2, purl 2 together. Kepeat to 
the end of the heel. 

Laege Sock. 

Knit to the middle of the row, knit 4, 
slip 1, knit 1, cross the slip stitch over it. 
Turn back. Purl to the middle of the 
row, purl 4, purl 2 together. Repeat.

This chain 
edge should be made in all plain knitting. 

Use. 

Six of the above strips can be sewn 
together to make a duster. 18 strips will 
make a bath towel. They can also be 
used for learning the darning stitch. 

In sewing the strips together use knit- 
tmg cotton and a large darning needle. 
Tack the strips together first ; get the 
ridges opposite each other. Be very care- 
ful to sew both strips one stitch from the 
edge.
